Dear Sir, 
Last week the "Gazette" very kindly 
printed a letter I had written ani a num 
ber of people have phoned me to challeng: 
the position taken therein and to accuse 
Ine of many things but principally of en- 
gaging in a "smear campaign” to assure 
that certain of my friends were elected. 
I should like to speak to these. 

First, to the charge of favouritism, I 
lowe nothing to any of the candidates as 
either members or potential menbers of 
the School Board. Having no children to 
send to the schools, I have no quarre) 
with particular regulations or proced- 
lures. Nor have I any relatives employed 
by the Board. Further, the congregation 
that I am working with uses the facilit- 
ies of the school system less than any 
lof the other Protestant Churches in St. 
Albert. So the charge that I have or 
will receive special advantage for hav- 
ing written the letter is very shaky 
indeed. In terms of favours from the 
Board, there is lettle that I have asked 
for, little that I have received, and 
little that could be used as a lever to 
make me write such a letter. 

Why then, did I write the letter? The 
answer is not complicated. A main point 
of the Protestant Reformation wes the 
affirmation ty part of the Christian 
Church that all areas of life aust be 
lived in accordance with the purposes of 
God as revealed in Christ, and that the 
ethical, moral and spiritual demands of 
God are equally binding on mankind wheth 
er they live their lives serving in fac— 
tory, field, kitchen or at the altar. 
This places a definite responsibility 
upon the Protestant that should not be 
confused with the position of being mere 
ly non-Roman atholic. As Roman Zatholic 
minorities in many places have establish 
ed separate school systems so that their 
children could receive educations with 
distinctively religious characteristics, 
so a number of Protestants established 
arate School System in St. Albert.

One 
last word, as to my use of the word 
atheist which disturbed many of my call- 
ers during the week. The dictionery on 
my desk defines atheism as "the belief 
that there is no God" and many have 
phoned in anger over this without going 
on to read that it is also "godless liv~ 
ing". My use of the word in this situa- 
tion where my concern is that a "godless 
education" should not replace a Christiar 
Protestant education has, unfortunately, 
been misread or misunderstood by some 
readers and for this I an sorry though my 
concern remains as stated earlier.

Tomorrow we voters will go to polls to 
choose two councillors to represent us 
in town affairs. The issue in this el- 
ection seems to be the candidature of 
Mr. Gordon Parkes, former secretary~ 
manager of the town. During his nine- 
year tenure in St. Albert administrative 
work, inspections made annually by prov- 
incial governnent officials cast no 
doubt whatsoever on Mr. Parkes’ ability 
and integrity. 

‘Therefore, Mr. Parkes’ qualifications 
for office must have looked extremely 
formidable to his opponents: here was a 
resident of eleven years, well-versed 
in municipal government, and extremely 
knowledgeable about our local situation. 
Obviously these were qualifications 
tough to match, as was the clear state- 
ment of policy issued by Mr. Parkes and 
his running-nate, Mr. Alex Sollanych 
(the only such constructive platform to 
appear in this campaign). 

‘wo lines of approach have evolved in 
opposition to the Parkes-Sollanych tick 
et: 

1) at public meetings exhaustive ques: 
tioning has attempea (futilely) to 
raise doubts about Mr. Parkes’ ability 
as town administrator. 

2) over the back fence a whispering 
campaign questioned Mr. Parkes’ integ- 
rity; "Did he really resign, or was he 
removed because of unscrupulous deal- 
ings?" 

In answer to these attempts to slur Mr. 
Parkes’ ability and integrity, I would 
ask two questions: 

1) Would he who feared scrutiny of 
his administration invite a thorough- 
going inquiry into town affairs by pet- 
itioning to the Department of Municipal 
Affairs? 

2) Would council not have informed 
the public had any questionable action 
on Mr, Parkes’ part been uncovered? 
Instead of this, the report of the Mun- 
icipal Inspector's investigation has 
been made only partially available to 
the voters of St. Albert.

The formal opening of the Paul Kane High School, newest addition to the St. Albert Protestant Separate School Dist- 
rict plant, commenced in traditional fashion when Roger Coleman, President of the Student's Union, passed the cere- 
sonial scissors to Dr. J. W. Chalmers. Thereafter, however, the unique character of the school's construction re- 
vealed itself. Guests were ushered in three different directions, ani found themselves seated in three different 
rooms. Silently, the separating walls slid bake, and the audience was revealed seated in a beautifully arranged 
small auditorium with tiered seats. In front of them another wall moved quietly away and showed a large stage, 
beyond which was the lofty gymnasium. Then the far side of the stage closed. Freed from the acoustic problems of 
combination gymnasium-auditorium structures, the program was carried out in an intimate style greatly avpreciated 
by all present. 
Master of Ceremonies for the occasion was the District Secretary Treasurer, Mr. H. G. Armstrong, whose solid and 
well prepared chairing ensured everyone a very enjoyable evening. His theme throughout the evening was "The Educ- 
ated Heart”. Reverend James Joly of the St. Albert Baptist Church gave the invocation and was followed by Mr. Ron 
Harvey, Chairman of the Board.of Trustees of the School District. He told the audience that the total cost of the 
school building was $515,632. and of its contents approximately $60,000. The building cost amounted to $13.32 per 
square foot. The Foundation program allows $14.00 per square foot including furnishings and landscaping, so Mr. | 
Harvey felt that Board could be congratulated in the figure achieved, which was the result of much careful planning. 
Mr. Stan Hodgson of the firm of Aberdeen and Groves, expressed his appreciation. of the work of the contracting firm, 
Poole Construction, and told something of the aims followed in designing the school. He pointed out that the so- 
called "windowless concept" was a most practical one, reducing outside heat and glare and also reducing winter heat 
loss, as well as lessening outside distraction, a very important point at the high school level. He els0 spoke of 
the extreme flexibility of the design which permits not only the use of sliding partitions such as those in the 
small auditorium, but also means that the interior walls are not weight bearing and can be altered without affecting 
the structure itself. He in turn presented the key to Mr. D. L. Petherbridge, principal of the Paul Kane. Mr. Pett 
erbridge spoke of the dedicated attitude of the students and staff, and pointed out that the flexibility in the con- | | 
struction of the school reflected the flexibility beginning to show itself in the Alberta curriculum.. Many new | 
ideas in both subject matter and means of presentation are coming to the fore and this is an era of great change in | | 
| educational methods. i
